LONDON, Aug. 5.—Berlin reported today that Russian 
forces had broken through the German lines north of Virbalis, 
Lithuanian village only three miles from the East Prussian 
frontier, indicating that they may have carried the battle 
across the border onto the “holy soil” of Germany proper. 
While a Nazi military spokesman did not mention a border 
crossing in reporting the break-through, observers pointed 
out that Red army flying wedges crashing through German 


positions usually scored gains of more than three miles, 


Gen. Ivan D. Cheniakhovsky’s 
army was massed on a 100-mile 
front within easy striking distance 
of East Prussia, and his onsurges 
heretofore have packed momen- 
tum enough to drive forward sev- 
eral miles at a single lunge. 

Virbalis is a Lithuanian frontier 
station just off the Kaunas-Koenigs- 
berg trunk railway. The Transocean 
news agency quoted a military 
spokesman as reporting “bitter 
fighting” north of. the village—ap- 
en 


parently along the railroad—and 
acknowledging a breach in the’Ger- 
man lines.

Initial quotas for grain deliveries 
in western Canada in the new 
crop year have been fixed at five 
bushels per authorized acre for 
wheat and five bushels per seed- 
ed acre for oats and barley, Trade 
Minister MacKinnon announced”

No quotas have been ‘placed on 
rye and flaxseed.

Berlin Says German Troops 
Withdraw From Florence

LONDON, Aug. 5.—The Nazi high command said today 
that German troops had withdrawn from Florence, great 
Italian art centre, as the British Eighth Army closed in’ on 
it and occupied the part of the city south of the Arno river. 


A Berlin communique said the 
Germans pulled back “to the 
north of Florence in order to 
spare the historic town with its 
irreplacable treasures of art, 
which was shelled yesterday by 
the enemy with heavy ertillery 
throughout the day.” 

Rome dispatches reporting the 
seizure of the quarter of Florence 
below the Arno, which bisects the 
city, said German paratroopers 
lined the north bank of the river 
in evident readiness to defend the 
city despite the fact that the Nazis 
had declared it “open” or not to be 
fought for. 

Coincident with the Berlin re- 


a port of the evacuation of Florence, 


a National Broadcasting Com 
correspondent said the Eighth 
Army had entered the centre of the 
city after pushing across the Anro. 
The Nazi propaganda claim 
that the Allies shelled Florence 
yesterday was not borne out by 
any Allied report. 
The German decision to evacuate 
Florence, if correctiy reported from 
Berlin, apparently was taken at the 
eleventh hour as the Allies massed 
inside the city’ and drove against 
the Arno on either side, since Rome 
dispatches indicates the garrison 
was prepared to cecend it.

The break in the long and bloody deadlock below Caen came as American vanguards, fanning out 
through Brittany, probed the approaches to St. Nazaire and Nantes on the south coast and pushed to with-

In Normandy 
Total 116,148 


LONDON, Aug. 5—(AP)—Allied 
forces in France have lost a total 
of 116,148 men killed, wounded or 
missing, from D-Day, June 6, 
through July 10, supreme head- 
quarters announced today. 

Canadian casualties were 919 
killed, 4,354 wounded and 1,272 
missing. 

United States forces lost 11,156 
killed, 52,710 wounded and 6,143 
missing. 

Included in these figures were 
the casualties sustained by the 
United States Army during pre- 
invasion exercises last April, 
when E-boats attacked a convoy 
and killed 130 and wounded 41, 
with 312 missing. 

British losses Were 5,646 killed, 
27,766 wounded and 6,182 missing.

public health and educational ser- 
vices and then said: 

“We now come to the question 
that everybody asks. Where is the 
money coming from?” 

“A provincial government cannot 
issue money, set tariffs fix freight 
rates or carry on international 
trade. 


“We believe it is proper to get 
the money from the people who 
can best afford to give it rather 
than from those who can least af- 
ford it. We believe the province 
has the power to place a tax on 
the millions of dollars in interest 
that is taken from the people and 
sent to the head effices of the 
mortgage companies in the east 
every year. 


“Some of the companies. haven't 
any offices in thé province and 
have the interest payments collect- 
ed by law firms, for them. .They 
pay no taxes in the province. We 
also think we can sec@re more in 
royalties from timber and other 
resources until such time as we can 
take over the resources and have 
them developed for the benefit of 
all the people,” the speaker de- 
clared. 


TWO WARS IN PROGRESS 


There are two wars in progress 
today, Premier Douglas said. One 
was against tyranny and oppression 
and the other against economic in- 
security. One was fought with 
tanks, guns and planes, but the 
other was a war of ideas. In this 
second war there must bé no armis- 
tice, he said. 

Predicting an early end to the 
war in Europe, the speaker said 
that the people of Canada weuld 
build, within the next five years, 
either the basis of a new and bet- 
ter ordef of economic security or 
sow the seeds of e new depres- 
sion and another war. 

“This capitalist economy cannot 
live without war. It would have 
died some time ago had it not been 
for the shot in the arm the war 
gave to it. 1 believe it is our Chris- 
tion duty to move forward with 
the CCF. We have the choice be- 
tween capitalism, with its greed 
and war, and co-operation with its 
security and social wellbeing. 


BEACHHEAD SECURED 

“We in Saskatchewan have estab- 
lished a beachhead in the war 
against capitalism and we are hop- 
ing that you in Alberta will soon 
join us, followed by all of Canada 
and the whole world,” Mr. Douglas 
said. 

The CCF is the only political 
party in Canada today that will 
be capable of forming @ stable 
government during the coming 
years, Mr. Douglas contended, In 
support of this contention he 
pointed to B.C., where @ coalition 
of the old parties was necessary 
before a government was formed, 
to Manitoba where a similar sit- 
uation prevails, to Onterio where 
the Conservatives retain office 
only with the support of the Lib- 
eral party and the Maritimes, 
where he claimed the CCF is 
growing with great rapidity. 

Of the situation in Quebec Mr. 
Douglas said: 

“From what I could learn during 
a visit to Montreal some weeks ago. 
Godbout and King are on their way 
out and the Bloc Populaire is com- 
ing to the fore. This does not maxe 
me particularly happy, but it shows 
how things are developing.” 


CRITIZES GOVERNMENT 


The Saskatchewan premier criti- 
cized the federal government for 
failure to advance in the develop- 
ment of secondary natural re- 
sources, stating that the USA has 
built upu a big synthetic rubber in- 
dustry since Pearl Harbor and has 
made great strides into the new 
field of chemurgy, where wonderful 
new plastics are manufactured from 
wheat by-products. 

The one synthetic rubber plant 
in Canada, at Sarnia, makes its 
Product from gas by-products of 
wheat bought in the USA, but 
Originally grown in Canada, he 
said. 

He said it was highly amusing to 
read the advertisements of the oil 
companies now appearing in the 
newspapers, king to prove, that 
these big companies had been los- 
ing money year after year. Why 
then, do they oppose the CCF and 
public ownership of resources? Mr. 
Douglas asked. 


SAYS BILLIONS MADE 

He urged his listeners not to be 
“taken in" by “this line’, charging 
that the huge companies such as 
Standard Oil, have been making 
pues out of oil in the years gone 

y. 

When the newspapers and the 
big monopolies warn the people to 
stay away from the CCF, that’s the 
best tip for the people to draw close 
to the CCE, he said. 

He predicted that Saskatchewan 
woul be ‘ i for the whole 
continent in the way of progress- 
ive labor legislation before 12 
months have passed.

Centinued from Page One 
increased, but rural electrification 
would not be assisted. 

“They may get around to talk- 
Ing of socializing the laundries 
but by then they will be all wash- 
ed up,” said Mr. Manning. 

There had been much’ discussion 
of post-war reconstruction and 
many plans had been made, But 
one or two people in a room could 
devise fairly effective reconstruc- 
tion plans in a few days. The pro- 
blem was to get sufficient money 
to carry out such projects. The 
Social Creditors alone had the 


plans which would provide for the | 


money needed. 
TO AID VETERANS 

“We don't intend to leave re- 
turned men sitting on the doorstep 
while governments fight over their 
responsibilities after the ‘war,” 
said Mr. Manning. 

“We'll look after the men first 
and then do any fighting we have 
to do with the federal government 
afterwards.” 

The Social Credit government 
was the most progressive in Can- 
ada. Its purpose was to remove 
the root causes of social and 
economic ills. There must be 
sufficient goods and the money 
to buy them, thus giving the 
peaple security and a decent 
standard of living. At present 
there was insufficient buying 
power to meet the people's needs, 

“Politicians used to say they 
would blast their way into mar- 
kets,” said Mr. Manning. “Barriers 
to trade had been erected. But now 
we have full employment when 
goods are being destroyed. We are 
buying that prosperity with the 
blood of the finest young people 
of this generation and we must 
never forget that.” 


SOCIALISM DATED 


State socialism was 25 years out 
of date, The problem was not pro- 
duction but distribution “and you 
don’t solve that prablem by chang- 
ing the owner.” 

Socialism said that centralize- 
tion of power and contro! was 
necessary, But Social Credit said 
power should remain in the 
people’s hands. Socialism would 
require boards and other bodies 
to carry out its programs and the 
people would have no more con- 
trol over industry than they had 
at present, 

Speaking of the Independent

LOSS of $18,000,000 

The premier declared that $136,- 
000,000 had been spent by independ- 
ent operators and oil companies is 
oil development since the begit- 
ning of the industry in Alberta. In 
return $118,000,000 worth of oil had 
been recovered. That is a loses of 
$18,000,000, 

“That is $18,000,000 that would 
have been borne by the govern- 
ment and become an additional 
public debt hung round th necks 
of the people of Alberte like a 
millstone around their necks,” he 
said, “and they also would have 

lost the $13,000,000 revenue the 
government got from royelties, 
had this development been done 
by public development.” 

“When you total the whole busi- 
ness up, no man with any consci- 
ousness about him at all would re- 
commend putting public money into 
an industry known to be one of the 
most hazardous and uncertain in 
the world,” said the premier. “The 
government takes a minimum roy- 
alty of twelve and one-half per 


cent., or one-eighth of all oil pro-| 


duction. This means that the 
people take the royalties without 
any risk or investment.” 


POWER SOCIALIZATION 

“No wonder all this nonsense 
about taking over the oil industry 
is being pushed to one side and now 
they're saying they're going to 
socialize the Calgary Power com- 
pany,” said Mr. Manning. “Actually, 

all they plan to do is substitute new 
shareholders for the present ones 
when they say they will sell $20,- 
000,000 worth of debentures at three 
per cent. The only difference is that 
the present shareholders only get 
their dividend when the company 
shows a profit. The new sharehold- 
ers would get theirs anyway be- 
cause they would be underwritten 
by the whole province. 

“The problem of rural electrifi- 
cation in Alberta isn't a matter of 
owning the plant, it is a matter of 
building expensive lines through 
the expanses of rural Alberte. No 
wonder they aren't saying so 
much about this scheme new 
either as they were.” 

Premier Manning described as 
the “prize gem of them all,” the 
CCF’s third proposal. “Now they 
are going to solve all your problems 
by socializing the breweries. I think 
that we will reach an all time low 
when the government goes into the 
liquor business.” 

Mr. Manning visualized a brewery 
with the letters CCF above it in 
neon lights. “But they won't stand 
for Co-operative Commonwealth 
Federation,” he said ‘They'll stand 
for Coldwell's Certified Firewater.”

Mr. Coldwell said Canada’s obli- 
gations to the ideal of lasting peace 
were very definite. They were: 

“Allegiance to the idea of a 


democratic international organiza- 
tion in which some phases of na- 
tional sovereignty are merged in a 
collective system of security: abo- 
lition of national grmaments and 
their pooling in an international 
police force; the planned use of eco- 
nomic .resources to raise living 
standards throughout the world, 
and for the elimination of insecur- 
ity, poverty and exploitation among 
all peoples, and the attainment of 
self-government by dependent 
peoples.” 

BECOMING “SMALL NATIONS” 


Mr. Green said that whether ir- 
tentionally or not “the fact is that 
the foreign policy of the present 
government is leading in the direc- 
tion of making Canada a small na- 
tion.” 

“The policy is wrong because of 
our great area, wrong because of 
our resources, wrong because of the 
type of our people—a bold, forward 
looking people—wrong because of 
our strength, and wrong because 
our mission in the world is not that 
of a small nation.” 

Some were putting Canada as a 
post-war leader of small nations. 


MUST AIM HIGHER e 


If most of the Canadian people 
do not aim at a higher destiny for 
Canada, the Dominion would never 
be anything more than a small na- 
tion “and in the long run will end 
up under the thumb of the United 
States.” f 

Mr. Green said he envisaged 
Canada as a great power standing 
alongside Britain. To occupy such 
a post Canada’s population would 
have to grow to between 40,000,000 


and 75,000,000 people. 

He said he hoped that the Can- 
adian people would aim at making 
Canada a great power that could 
stand alongside Britain. 

He said’ he believed that most 
of the Canadian people wanted 
Canada to remain a British 
country. 

Mr, Green said that Prime Min- 
ister Mackenzie King, in dealing 
with Empire relations did not seem 
to place enough emphasis on loy- 
alty to the crown. 

Mr. King interjected that be- 


cause he didn’t go around profess- 
ing his loyalty “every half-hour” 
that didn’t mean he was not a loyal 
citizen, He added that as the house 
was discusing the subject he would 
like to take the opportunity of ex- 
tending a loyal greeting to the 
queen on her birthday yesterday. 


ROLE IN PACIFIC 

Mr. Green said he was -disap- 
pointed that Mr. King had given no 
outline on Canada’s role in the 
Pacific. He would have liked to 
have heard of the dominion's plans 
for collaborating with Australia 
and New Zealand tn matters such 
as the establishment of a trans- 
Pacific air line. He said he would 
have liked to have heard some- 
thing from Mr. King which would 
allay rumors he heard about laxity 
in Canada's military preparations 
for participation in the Pacific 
theatre of operations.

Edmonton weather conditions in- 
dicate that in August the average 
total rainfall is much less than the 
average of July. The mean tem- 
perature for the month, 60 degrees, 
ig only slightly lower than July, 
which was 62 degrees. The great- 
est rainfall éver recorded in August 
was 6.43 inches in 1899 and the least 
.16 of an inch in 1939. 

The normal number of days with 
thunderstorms is four. Snow has 
fallen in August. In 1900 one inch 
fell. Frost is not uncommon but 
it has never been sufficiently 
severe to seriously damage gardens, 
The lowest temperature was 29 de- 
grees in 1909 and 1934. The high- 
est temperature recorded was in 
1933 when it was 96 degrees.

Alberta’s Public Works 


No possible function of government 
can add so disastrously to a provincial 
debt as a reckless and ill-considered pol- 
icy of public works. One of the factors 
that establishes most strikingly the sound 
and progressive administration of the 
Manning Social Credit Government is its 
public works policy. 

Here is the vital fact: 

Since 1936 public works and road build- 
ing have been carried on in Alberta en- 
tirely without borrowing. 


In 1936 the policy of letting out road 
contracts to private individuals was ended. 
Borrowing was discontinued and a “pay- 
as-you-go” system was adopted. To build 
modern highways, machines were pur- 
chased and skilled men employed to run 
them. Highways were planned and built 
on the basis of a province-wide program.

In the matter of district highways and 
local roads, the policy has been to render 
every assistance through grants to the 
municipal and improvement districts of the 
province. District engineers are employed 
to help in local eae problems con- 
cerning roads. Here is the progress be- 
tween 1936 and 1942:

Between 1941 and 1944, a total of 
$576,137 was paid to municipal districts in 
road grants. This present fiscal year, a 
total of $392,700 is available to municipal 
districts for this purpose. 

In seven years, Alberta’s bridge-build- 
ing record is:

Street car accidents 
have multiplied alarmingly during the past

z It {s reported that an investigation will 
be .made into this particular wreck, What 
is needed is a broader investigation which 
will discuss the entire question of street 
car security in Edmonton. 

Everyone is aware that the shortage 
of men and materials makes it impossible 
to keep rolling stock in the best condition 
of repair. 

Everyone knows that experienced oper- 
ators are scarce. 

But there is a point beyond which these 
unavoidable disadvantages cannot be per- 
mitted to imperil the public safety. 

The street cars are used by number- 
less children. They are used by useful 
citizens. Every person carried on those 
cars is an asset to Edmonton. 

It is neither good business nor good 
ethics to put these people in Jeopardy 
through accidents which might be avoided. 

What Edmonton people want to know 
is this: is everything possible being done 
to render these accidents as infrequent as 
they can be made? 


The Stuff of Heroes 


Much dubious psychology about fight- 
ing men is emerging from World War II. 
For example, Dr. Edwin G. Zabriskie of 
New York tells the American Neurological 
Association that soldiers are returning 
home on furlough “bitter and resentful” 
and with a “certain definite letdown from 
aggressiveness and high morale of the 
training and actual combat periods.” 

He adds that “the attempt to retondi- 
tion and indoctrinate the soldier after his 
two weeks furlough . .. is not meeting with 
unqualified success.” 

On top of that comes the outlandish 
theory of two other psychiatrists that 
“only love makes a good soldier.” These 
two experts say that they have found two 
types of men especially subject to neu- 
roses: (1) Men who led passive, depend- 
ent or sheltered lives, who had spells of 
depression or blues, fears of the dark as a 
child, feelings of inferiority; and, (2) Men 
who were rough and tough on the surface 
as a means of covering up a chronic de- 
fensive reaction, 

This well-meaning attempt to groove 
and blueprint the stuff of heroes, like all 
generalizations, risks becoming sheer non- 
sense when backed against the history of 
this and the last war. 

We have known, in both wars, men who 
confounded this pattern thinking with 
every act they performed. 

First and most important, what evi- 
dence is there that the average veteran of 
this war is embittered? They come home 
on furlough, if lucky enough to get it from 
the field of action, and give vent to the 
frankness of their military calling. What 
else could the home front expect? Can- 
dor should not be mistaken for bitterness. 

As for the ‘dependent lives” and the 
“rough and tough” specimens, those phen- 
omena are found in any walk of life. We 
have known fighting men in this war and 
the last who had come from all extremes 
of life. We have known men who had 
never reached adulthood till they joined 
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the brash democracy of the armed forces, 
et who ag hae by their very naivete to 
come the finest soldiers. And we have 
known men who concealed tender and 
human hearts under a brusque exterior 
because it was their nature to do so. 
Canada had half a million men under 
arms in the last war, and most of them 
Saw active service. Did they, or even a 
sizeable number of them, come home with 
these neuroses that too many stray psy- 
chiatrists talk about? We know they 
didn’t. They came home to form the back- 
bone of the successful generation which 
kept this country and this world rolling 
through the most profound economic con- 
vulsion in its history, and theh they form- 
ed the nucleus of Canada’s new fighting 
forces. ’ 


City Planning 
John S. Galbraith of the community 
planning division of the national housing 
administration has been telling Edmonton’s 
town planning commission something about 
the modern trends of city development. 

He spoke of the tendency towards de- 
centralization in modern cities, of the new 
conception of land values, of the need for 
parks in districts which are converting 
themselves into slums and of the urgent 
need for constant planning to guide the 
growth of the community. 

Above all, he stressed the necessity for 
a community planning body which would 
be a permanent part of municipal govern- 
ment and function in close connection with 
municipal government. 

Mr. Galbraith’s remarks should be 
studied and restudied by every citizen in- 
terested in the future of Edmonton. For 
what he says has a tremendous bearing on 
the growth and welfare of this community. 

Haphazard civic growth is disastrous 
and costly, It is disastrous because it per- 
mits the appearance of slums and degrades 
the civic spirit. It is costly because it dis- 
torts and perverts property values, increas- 
es transportation expenses and swallows 
up huge sums of money in corrective pro- 

Planned civic growth is economical and 
efficient. It enhances the civic spirit— 
which is the greatest asset any city may 
have, 

A planning control which acts merely in 
an advisory capacity is not effective be- 
cause its lacks status. A planning control 
functioning as an arm of government is 
both effective and efficient. 

What Mr. Galbraith suggests in this

Dividend 


Editor, Bulletin: Those CCF-ers 
who say a Social Credit dividend 
cannot be issued until the state 
owns everything may find some in- 
terest in the following bit of history 
recently dug up by Princeton Uni- 
versity, 

When Maryland first issued its 
own money in 1733 most of it was 
given away—a certain sum to each 
inhabitant over 15 years of age. 
This was done so that the new 
money would be “the more useful 
to the inhabitants” and so it might 
be as widely diffused as quickly as 
possible, The legislature hoped by 
this means to “remove the difficul- 
ties under which the inhabitants 
had long labored.” 

In a sense, this was a “social 
dividend" as advocated by Major 
C. H, Douglas. From a detailed 
study of the Maryland policy, the 
Princeton professor was able to 
say that, “considering the peculiar 
benc/its to grain and tobacco cul- 
ture, the conveniences offered to 
trade, and the faithful redemption 
of every shilling at face value, it is 
hardly too much to say that this 
was the most successful money 
issued by any of the colonies.” 

To those who have been so fond 
of saying that the dividend would 
“demoralize the people,” I would 
point out that a few years later, 
when the Bank of England put the 
squeeze on them, they fought and 
won the War of Independence, In- 
cidentally, Maryland was the first 
of the colonies to establish com- 
plete religious freedom. Money and 
freedom are inseparable.

More Work Can Be Done 
In Less Time With Less

The problem of being able to do 
more work in less time and be less 
tired after the job is finished has 
at last concerned industrial man- 
agement specialists. Thanks to the 
application of their “motion and 
time studies” to war industries, 
bombers have rolled off the as- 
sembly lines and ships have slid 
down the ways at rates that no one 
thought possible before the war. 

The war has likewise put a prem- 
jum on the time and eneigy con- 
sumed in running a home. In the 
United States last year a grant of 
money from a general education 
board made possible the «ddition 
of a Home Management Committce 
to the National Work Simplification 
Project with its headquarters at one 
of the universities, After a two week 
conference last August the home 
economists who attended returned 
to their universities to carry out 
specific motion-and-time studies re- 
lated to homemaking. 


For the purpose of analysis most 
of these experts have arbitrarily 
isolated certain repetitive house- 
hold chores that are usually per- 
formed in a habitual way—such as 
peeling potatoes or ironing a shirt, 
They often employed scientific 
measuring instruments, Although 
such highly scientific studies have 
produced helpful results, these

control of the International Petro- 
leum Co, Ltd., with its valuable 
concession of oil lands there.

When you see 
all your motions listed on paper, it 
will be easier to recognize the 
superfluous ones. The last step, of 
course, is to work out a new method 
that cuts down time and motions— 
then practice it until it becomes as 
much of a habit as the old way. 

Wherever possible, arrange ar- 
ticles in order of use. Stack the 
dishes in the order you plan to 
wash them or arrange cooking in- 
gredients in the order in which 
they are added to a recipe. 

For a perambulating job, use a 
container, tray or cart, to move all 
the: tools from one place to the 
next. A shopping basket, for inst- 
ance, is handy for carrying vacuum 
cleaner attachments, cloths and 
cleansers; use a tray for setting or 
clearing the table. 

Sit down to work whenever you 
can and use long-handled tools so 
that you won't have to bend, Stand- 
ing requires 8 per cent. more en- 
ergy than sitting, and bending takes 
43 per cent. more energy than 
standing. 

Work from right to left (if you 
are right-handed) to avoiod switch- 
ing tools from one hand to an- 
other, 

Work rythmically, since continu- 
ous and circular motions save both 
time and energy. Remember this 
when you are vacuuming a rug, 
polishing windows, or putting 
clothes through a wringer. Use 
both hands at the same time. This 
can be done in dusting, or you can 
dust with the left hand while using 
the dust mop with the right.

The Loser and the Lost 


By J. H. GRAY 
When the last German was driv- 
en from the fox-holes of Cherbourg 
by the liberating Americ.n army, 
the correspondents moved in to 
talk to the people, and to unearth 


one of the most melancholy com- 
mentaries upon the nature of our 
enemy as has come out of the war, 

It is a simple story, but it under- 
lines the human tragedy of broken 
lives and broken families which so 
sets this war apart. It is the story 
of a thousand Russian women who 
were brought to Cherbourg to do 
heavy manual work upon the forti- 
fications. They were treated by the 
Germans as no self-respecting Ger- 
man farmer would treat his cattle. 
They wore sacking for clothes. 
They were housed in warehouses, 
subsisted or died on a starvation 
diet which was supplemented only 
by what the sympathetic French 
could smuggle to them. 

In that group, the Cherbourgers 
remembered particularly one young 
mother who carried her baby with 
her to work on the fortifications. 
Where the Russian women came 
from or where they were taken, or 
whether they lived or died, nobody 
in Cherbourg knew. 

The story from Cherbourg is sad 
enough; yet is but a single episode 
of a spectacle of infinite scope, in- 
finite cruelty and infinite sadness. 


** * 


When peace comes again to 
Europe, some families will be un- 
ited but for millions of families 
there will be no reunion. The Rus- 
sian soldiers will return to their 
villages in search of their wives 
and children, But their wives and 
children will not be there for they 
have been scattered across the face 
of Europe in the greatest uprooting 
of mankind ever conceived in 
human villainy. 

The thousand women of Cher- 
bourg were the wives of Russian 
men, mothers of Russian children, 
sisters of Russian brothers. The 
mystery of their fate will forever 
cloud the lives of their loved ones. 
They will live in hope that some- 
where, somehow, the lost loved 
one is alive, and that some day a 
reunion will be joyously held, And 


their hopes will be blighted by the 


haunting fear that the lost one will 
never be found. 

For the children memories will 
be deeper. They will never forget 
the last. sight of their mother or 
sister being prodded into a box 
car, into a truck or into a car to 
be taken to no one knows where. 

When peace comes again, all 
Europe will be shaken by the 
search of the losers for the lost. 
They will write letters to govern- 
ments and newspapers asking for 
information. They will try, in 
Browing desperation and ultimate 
discouragement, to track down 
rumors and tenth-hand stories of 
the whereabouts of the exiles. For 
some there will be miraculous re- 
unions, but for millions there will 
be nothing but discouragement. 

* * * 


For the lost who live, an irresist- 
ible urge to get home will start a 
trek that will clog the roads of 
Europe. For untold millions of 
Frenchmen, Russians, Norwegians, 
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Czechs and Poles nothing will mat- 
ter but getting home. They will 
sweep into cities in great waves of 
suffering humanity. They will be- 
siege railways. They will wander 
aimlessly from place to place until 
the residents are sick of the sight 
of hungry, ragged, queed and frus- 
trated human beings. 

In the end perhaps most of them 
will get home, They will try to 
begiti the family life that was so 
cruelly broken. Some will succeed, 
and many will fail, for the suffer- 
ing they have endured will have 
changed not only their bodies but 
their personality. 

For millions, there will be no 
home-going. For them there will 
be only nameless graves, for the 
master race, which would not feed 
them sufficiently to keep them 
alive, would hardly take the 
trouble to identify them in death. 
They are the lost, whose dying and 
the manner thereof will trouble the 
waters of European politics for 
years, for many years, to come,

Air Power 


Long Range Artillery 
By Maj. A. P. de Severaky 


When asked by press representatives why we do not use 
robot aerial bombs against Germany, General Bennett BE. 
Meyers, Chief of the Air Forces Material Command, replied in 

i part: 
“These are inaccurate weapons, in sharp contrast to our 
doctrine of precision bombing. If the occasion should arise, 
a a UE a Or ae we would use them.” 


The general's answer seems to 
me correct and to the point, and in 
his official capacity he evidently 
went as far as he could go. ' 

Actually the question might have 
been addressed more appropriately 
to the Chief of Ordnance. because 
the pilotiess plane er flying bomb 
js nothing more 
than a long-range 
artillery. It dif- 
fers from ordin- 
ary rockets in 
that it is jet pro- 
pelled and has 
wings. Because of 
the wings it can 
travel at slower 
epeeds than phelis |: 
or va roc: By 
kets, and can ; 
therefore carry de Soversky 
more explosives over longer dist- 
ances. 

The robot plang is mere economi- 
cal then artillery beceuse it does 
net require expensive guns to dis- 
charge it. It is mbre mobile. Since 
it is a flying projectile and not 
hurled, it is besed on serodynami- 
cal principles. But despite these 
differences it is another type of 
ordnance, pure and simple. To 
knowledge, in 1042 the Orddance 
Department was advised of the ur- 
gent need for such weapens. 

Those who imagine thet the robet 
is a substitute for C4 power are 
deeply mistaken. They are Os 
wrong as those who thought that 
the familiar water torp¢do—which, 
in effect, is also @ robot, since it is 
essentially a maniess submarine— 
would replece sea power. The pilot- 
less plane or fying bomb will be 
just @nother weapon, to be used by 
land, sea and air forces. The water 
torpedo has been employed by 
coastal artillery against ships, by 
ships against ships, by planes 
against ships. The aerial torpedo 
can and will be similarly employed, 
except that will also be used by 
planes against planes. 


A REPLACEMENT 
Thé flying bomb, I am eonviaced, 
is destined to replace the water 
torpedo since it performs the same 
jobs with greater efficiency. Had 
we really devéloped these robot 
planes, a8 is claimed in seme 
quartérs, we would have found 
them tremendously useful on many 
occasions in the course of this war. 
Our aircraft carriers, for instance, 
could have been equipped with 
such flying bombs and thus would 
not heve been dependent on the 
aid of battléships in overcoming 
Tarawa, Kwaljalein and othér 
strongholds. 
The basic doctrine of air power 
Is not affected one leta by the 
new weapen. Air power aims at 
the destruction of the enemy's 
means to wage war—his indus- 
trial set-up for war making. Our 
air forces are already firing rock- 
ets and without doubt they will 
be firing winged torpedoes in the 
near future, a8 seon a8 ordnance 
provides the equipment. But the 
winged torpede will no more re- 
place air ferce than the water 
torpedo replaced navel force. 
Because London is 0 clese te the 
enemy, it ls, in effect, under sié¢gs 
by a new type of fire power. But at 
foug range, the flying bomb can 
neither be as accurate nor decisive 
as thé remarkable precision bomb- 
ing done by our splendid air force. 
Attempts to obtain accuracy by 
electronic and other remote-contro! 
methods, 4s I have pointed out in 
previous dispatches, can be neutral- 
ised at the receiving end. 


USE IMAGINATION 

It is interesting to note thet these 
who do net fully understand the 
technics! problems invelved are let- 
ting their imaginetions run wild, 
forecasting extreme destructive 
powers. Others, whose pride is 
hurt by the fact that the Germans 
have beaten the world to the punch 
on this device, have begun to rum- 
mage in the archives for proof that 
Americans really invented the fiy- 
ing bomb first.

“The Sound of the Silver Trumpets” 


'HERE is a legend concerning Lucifer and his expulsion from heaven 

on the occasion of his insubordination and revolt. “What is it that 

you missed most of all?” he was asked, “The sound of the silver 
trumpets in the’ morning.” It will be a sorry day when the voice of 
song and the spirit of joy pass out of life. The war failed to usher 
in this day. Men went forth to battle with the songs of good cheer 
upon their lips, and their friends at home encouraged one another to 
keep the home-fires burning. 


But what the war failed to do, a condition of unemployment and 
depregsion may succeed in bringing about. And it should be the set 
purpose of every one to prevént its being brought about. To be 
hopeful when life.flows on like.a song, is one thing; to be patient, 
confident and even joyful when everything goes dead wrong, is a 
different matter., The song that rings forth from the heart overflowing 
with joy is welcome; but the songs that issue from the darkness of 
the night afd the dankness of prison cells are thrice welcome because 
they betray the unconquerable spirit of man that can soar above 
outward circumstances and transform the very darkness of the night 
and the deprivations of prison life into elements of harmony and song. 


“Respect all such as sing when all alone,” says Browning. What a 
singer he was himself, rugged and uneven though some of his lines 
were; and what an optimist in the face of the most tragic scenes of 
earth. We must needs catch something of his spirit at such a time as 
this, the spirit which makes the worst turn the best to the brave, the 
spirit which insists that a sun will pierce the thickest cloud earth ever 
stretched, the spirit which recognizes that the way of discipline and 
apparent failure is the only sure way to final triumph. 

Why did God make the lark, ethereal minstrel], pilgrim of the sky? 
It must have been with a view to reminding us that when night is at 
its darkest, morning is hot far distant. Or was it to show us a type 
of the wise who soar but never roam? Whatever the express purpose 
may have been,-we can say with certainty that the skylark would 
have been an impossibility except in a world at whose heart there is 
a spirit of joy and gladness. We can understand the psalmist better 
when we think of the skylark: 

“All people that on earth do dwell, 
Sing.to the Lord with cheerful voice.” 


We can face our problems better and go forth to meet the dternest 
tests when we recall that Jesus spoke much of joy when the occasion 
seemed least to call it forth and that on the eve of His betrayal His 
voice blended with that of His disciples in a triumphant song of praise 
and thanksgiving: “And when they had sung an hymn they went out 
unto the mount of Olives.” When His joy is made full in us we shall 
be abfe to see the place. and purpose of life's frustrations as well as 
life’s achievements and our hearts shall be attuned to greet the 
unseen with a cheer. Be of good courage, I have overcome the world.

The Experts Say .. 


OTTAWA, Aug. 5—(CP)—Oven 
Canning: Fruits and tomatoes are 
foods which may be successfully 
oven canned, although this process 
does not work with other foods, 
says Laura C. Pepper, chief of the 
Agriculture Department Consumer 
Section. Her advice on this method 
of canning is this: 

Don't use an oven without ther- 
mostatic control. 

Don't use the oven at all for 
vegetables other than tomatoes. 

Don’t use the oven for any food 
packed in tin cans. 

Don't use the top element at all 
in oven processing. 

Do be sure that the control reg- 
siters accurately. 

Do maintain temperature at exact- 
ly 275 degrees fahrenheit. ’

Clematis Most Popular Climber 
Plants Need Rich Soil’ 


And Adequate Sup- 
port For Vines 


Clematis need a rich, well-drained 
friable soil to which a liberal appli- 
cation of peat moss is most wel- 
come? Bonemeal and well-rotted 
manure are preferred to any com- 
mercial fertilizer, Work this into the 
soil and if your soil is too much 
on the acid side, then add a little 
lime, Nearly neutral soil is consid- 


ered Ideal, 
Clematis prefer a partially shaded 
spot, The lower stems must be 


Clematis Is one of the most 
popular climbing vines, and comes 
in many different varieties. 


shaded by a low-growing plant if 
planted in full sun. To assist in pro- 
tecting the roots from drying out, 
apply a mulch of peat moss, The 
roots must be kept cool and moist. 

Plants are transplanted best in 
autumn, ‘sent from the nursery as 
pot. plants. Plant carefully and 
make sure that the hole is large 
enough to prevent crowding. Set 
the collar of the plant about two 
inches below the surface of the soil. 
Tamp the soil well around the roots 
and water well, continuing to water 
if the weather is dry. 

Your newly-planted clematis 
wants the support of a trellis, a wire 
netting or an old tree stump. Fur- 
ther protection is required for the 
winter as mice, rabbits or other ro- 
dents enjoy eating the tender tops. 
So place a half-inch mesh screen 
about your plants. The large-flow- 
ered forms are rich in color and

Keep Lawn Clean 
Of All New Weeds 


Now is the time to keep the 
lawn clean of all new weeds that 
appear, especially the young tender 
shoots of crab grass, Crab’ grass 
first starts as a bright green up- 
right blade that does not look like 
the pest it later becomes. These gay 
young blades stand higher than the 
surrounding grasses, and if they are 
carefully pulled out before the lawn 
is cut, many potential seed-bearers 
will be destroyed before they flat- 
ten out and begin to bear seed. 
Crab grass, known also as wire 
grass, summer grass, fall grass and 
water grass, thrives best in a lawn 
which is cut too close. Set the 
mower cutting bar at least an inch 
and a half high, two inches would 
be better. Tall grass shades and 
smothers out crab grass. When 
lawns are cut Jess than an inch the 
crab grass will form seed heads so 
close to the ground that the mower 
cannot cut them off. It would be ad- 
visable to rake the lawn before 
mowing to bring up crab grass 
stems.

Planting in the-vegetable.garden 
at this time may include a sowing 
of beets and carrots, the latter for 
winter storage. A second sowing of} 
cucumbers, such as Straight 8.

Guard Bean Crops Against Beetle 


Spraying, Dusting 
Will Destroy Both 
Insects and Eggs 


The Mexican bean beetle is par- 
ticularly active at this time and, un- 
less kept under control, will serious- 
ly damage the bean crop. Spray or 
dust with rotenone lo catch both 
larvae and beetles and destroy eggs 
on the underside of leaves. Do not 
use lead arsenate on beans, since it 
is apt to burn them. Working in the 
bean patch while it is wet with rain 
or dew is liable to pread diseases 
which are not easily controlled. 

Blossom end rot on squash and 
other vegetables is caused by an 
over-development of the top at the 
expense of root growth. This condi- 
tion occurs when warm, dry weather 
follows a cool and moist spell. The 
undeveloped root system cannot 
meet the demands of the forming 
fruit and rot sets in. No spray is of 
any aid. The answer lies in keeping 
the soil about the plants from dry- 
ing out.

Spent mushroom soil, the soil in 
which last year's crop was grown, 
is no longer considered worth- 
while for mushroom culture. It con- 
tains 50 per cent of the best rotted 
manure one could wish and is very 
friable and loose. Use it as a mulch 
about tomato plants and in flower 
borders and shrub plantings. If 
there is any left, use it for top- 
dressing the lawn. Spent mushroom 
soil is not high in plant nutrients

Extensive Housing 
Scheme Proposed 


OTTAWA, Aug. 5—(CP)—Finance 
Minister Ilsley today presented the 
commons with the most extensive 
scheme of government assistance 
for house building ever put for- 
ward, 

He described it as “A measure 
of major importance, not only 
from the point of view of improv- 
ing housing and living conditions, 
but also as part of the govern- 
ment’s program to provide em- 
ployment in the post-war period.” 

In a preliminary statement on 
the resolution prior to the intro- 
duction of the housing bill, he said 
the first part of the measure deal- 
ing with houses to be built by pros- 
pective home-owners provides for 
joint loans by the government and 
approved lending institutions as in 
the present National Housing act.
